For those who don't know by now. Decoder is one of the ruffist drum and bass 
production team in Bristol. Spitting out sounds only for the headstrong, they have 
worked for many labels such as Moving Shad cry r Back to Basics, Second 
Movement, Trouble on Vinyl and Ruffneek Ting to name a few. They have 
recorded under aliases such as TIC, Orca, Technical Itch, and PM A. 
Together Mark and Darren have come up with their own sound and by 
incorporating deep wobbly bass Avith the ruffist amens. V/hcn asked 
about decaying, their reply was that they can hold their own. I hey 
spin together mostly as a tag team with x amounts of dub-plates. 
"Most of the material is original and unavailable, making for an 
interesting and often unique dj set.” Which you may be abie to 
see since they are going' on tour with Peshay to promote his 
new label Elements, Decoder has engineered for many of the 
other artists on their own labels Tech Itch and EJementz as 
well.
